T here can be little doubt that the 
majority of Canadians desire Canada to be a 
country united from coast to coast — though there 
Is good reason to believe that the unanimity of this 
purpose across the nation Is nowhere near as 
strong as It was two or three years ago. 

There is also good reason to believe that the 
■elf-injection of the Canadian government into the 
Quebec provincial election will do little to serve the 
cause of Canadian unity. Indeed, it could well have 
the reverse effect and open the rift even wider 
between Ottawa and Quebec. 

Regardless of where their sympathies may lie, 
Canadians in the rest of Canada cannot help but be 
amazed at the almost instant involvement on the 
Quebec hustings of two senior federal cabinet 
ministers. In fact, no sooner had Premier Bertrand 
announced the election date than Secretary of 
State Gerard Pelletier and Regional Economic 
Expansion Minister Jean Marchand entered the 
fray. 

Never in history has Ottawa so blatantly 
participated in a provincial election. And never 


before has It been so obvious that its interest is 
more partisan than it is national. 

TYue, Ottawa may believe, and with some 
justification, that the result of the Quebec election 
could seal the fate of Canada. If this is so, then its 
tactics are deplorable. Surely if Quebec separatism 
is the issue at hand then it becomes a matter of 
broad national—not narrow partisan—concern for 
the whole of Canada. 

On this basis alone Prime Minister Trudeau 
should therefore clearly state his government's 
view to the nation as a whole. To simply send off 
his two senior lieutenants and most trusted 
confidants to support the Quebec provincial Liberal 
Party is playing a dangerous game of party politics 
which could have disastrous results for Ottawa 
and the whole of Canada. 

Putting party before country is nothing new 
for the Liberal Party; but surely if the stakes are 
as high as the Ottawa regime apparently thinks 
they are the time has come for Messrs. Trudeau, 
Pelletier and Marchand to start acting and talking 
as Canadians rather than misplaced Quebec 
politicians.. 


Free Men Have a Choice 


A S CANADIANS OBSERVE the results of the 
trial of the 10 West Indian students who 
allegedly participated in the disorders In which the 
Sir George Williams University computer centre 
was wrecked a year ago, they will feel some 
Irritation that certain elements In Trinidad 
threatened violence to their country’s representa¬ 
tives, and any visiting citizens there. If the findings 
In Montreal were not satisfactory from the point of 
view of the sympathizers of the accused. 

Threats of vengeance or reprisal are bad 
enough at any time, but made in the preposterous 
hope at Influencing the decision of a jury in a 
Canadian court or possibly dissuading the judge 
from fixing a penalty commensurate with the 
gravity of the offence, they should be treated with 
the contempt they deserve. 

Once again Canadians are witnessing violence 
in the universities across the frontier, and while 
our own experience hardly matches it because the 
same deeply-rooted resentments do not exert the 
pressures found in the United States, we have no 
reason for complacence. 

An outspoken British politician, Enoch Powell, 
referring to disorders which have disrupted 
university programs in many important centres, 
has this to say: 

“The phenomenon of university disorder Is 
nearer to the beginning than its end. It Is closely, 
not to say integrally, connected with that more 
general civil disorder, or anarchy, which I believe 
is also on the ascendant.” 

It Is generally conceded that the essential 
ingredient of success by the university radicals lies 
in the successful enslavement of a majority by a 
vocal and violent minority. 


Kxecution After Seven Year* 


But it is Mr. Powell’s interesting view that this 
can only happen because the majority allow* itself 
to be taken for a ride, as he puts It, and having 

uncritically swallowed the anarchist assumptions, 
positively enjoys it. 

On this point one might dffftr with Mr. 
Powell. 

Nevertheless, he makes a lot of sense when he 
says: "They (the rebellious students) may or may 
not like those who teach them, or what they are 
taught, or the way in which the institution is 
arranged. If they do not, they have the same 
remedy as other free men, and as a dissatisfied 
customer in a supermarket, and that Is to take 
themselves and their custom elsewhere.”

Federal Liberals wHl be as 
neutral in the coming Quebec 
elections as the Americans 
are in Laos. 

Ottawa Liberals will, at the 
•tart of the campaign, be 
officially neutral — but a little 
digging will show a relatively 
close collaboration on the 
riding level. 

Then, as the campaign 


opens up and the governing 
Union Nationale continues to 
pour sniper fire at Ottawa 
from its election platform, 
Ottawa will wheel in Its 
ministerial big guns. 

The script for the campaign 
as it stands now in Ottawa 
calls for Prime Minister 
Trudeau to stay out of the 
battle while other Quebec 
ministers move into the van¬ 
guard. 

But, given the prime 


minister’s hair-trigger temper

The Man to Fill the Vacuum 

Democrats’ Muskie Begins 
To Look Like Party Leader

The only serious doubt 
anybody has ever had about 
Ed Muskie concerned his 
determination to get out front 
and lead the way. And that 
doubt was considerably de¬ 
flated recently when he 
emerged as a leading critic of 
the Administration’s Vietnam 
policy. 

Sen. Muskie comes off his 
Vietnam speech way ahead in 
the race for the Democratic 
presidential nomination i n 
1972. He is more and more 
showing the q uaiities 
necessary to fill the De¬ 
mocratic leadership vacuum. 
* * * 

That vacuum, K should be 
understood, is not simply the 
byproduct of two tragic 
assassinations. The underlying 
fact is a change in circum¬ 
stances begetting a shift in 
national mood. 

A kind at cultural revolu- 
t i o n—encompassing blacks, 
kids, drugs, pornography, long 
hair, and sloppy clothes—has 
got most o# us confused and 
worried. 

The country seeks leader¬ 
ship against the cultural revo¬ 
lution-leadership that is 
competent not controversial, 
articulate not shrill, modem 
but not unsettling. 

* * * 

Very few Democrats are In 
good position to offer that 
kind of leadership. For during 
the heady years up to 1968, 
most politicians In power be¬ 
came identified with evan¬ 
gelical stances and minority 
groups that have since gone 
out of fashion. 

That is why nobody, not 
even toe Democratic National 
Committee when it comes to 
picking a new chairman, pays 
much attention to Hubert 
Humphrey. 

That is why Chappaquiddick 


Muskie 


casts such a long, dark 
shadow over Edward Ken¬ 
nedy. 

That is why George 
McGovern, after basing a bid 
for the presidency on toe 
support of blacks and kids, 
drops back saying: “I’m 
starting a policy of benign 
neglect.” 

★ -k ★ 

But Edmund Muskie is 
somethin g else again. Per¬ 
sonally, he is a slow-speaking 
giant of simple ways, trans¬ 
parent honesty, and much 
humor, who exudes calm and 
reassurance. 

Politically, he has advanced 
in Maine by making the 
Democratic party seem safe 
to persons disposed to vote 
Republican. 


And thus by no mere 
accident, but because Maine 
afforded a preview of the 
present national mood, Sen. 
Muskie has for yean been a 
recognized expert in what is 
now shaping up as a big issue 
of toe 1970s—the issue of toe 
environment. • 

* ★ * 

On Vietnam, Muskie has 
now positioned himself in 
direct confrontation with Ad¬ 
ministration policy. He ex¬ 
pressly committed himself to 
a proposition President Nixon 
has sedulously avoided — 
namely "that an end to the 
war and an end to our 
Involvement in the war can be 
(nought about only through a 
negotiated settlement." 

He flatly denied Henry 
Kissinger's claim that the 
threat of Vietnamization 
would cause the other side to 
move toward negotiations. He 
stigmatized Vietnamization as 
a “formula for perpetuating 
toe war.” 

★ ★ 

In order to preonofe a 
settlement, he proposed two 
major steps that are central 
to the negotiations. First, he 
called on the Nixon adminis¬ 
tration to name a senior 
representative to the Paris 
talks to take the place left 
vacant months ago by Henry 
Cabot Lodge. It is hard to see 
hc*v the Administration can 
avoid this step. 

Next, Muskie asserted the 
critical importance of trying 
to negotiate with the other 
aide a timetable for American 
withdrawal. 

Thus the Muskie speech 
marks a turning point in 
Democratic fortunes. For the 
first time since toe 1968 
elections, there has come 
solidly into the political fray a 
Democrat who can hold the 
whip hand over Nixon on toe 
central issues before the 
country. 


New Success Gained 
By France in Arabia

France has scored yet an¬ 
other success in the Arab 
world where American and 
British influence is either 
fading or being jeopardized. 

Aside from the sale of 110 
French Mirage fighter- 
bombera to Libia, which has 
caused an enormous uproar in 
the United States and Britain 
leading to a sometimes hostile 
reception given to President 
Georges Pompidou during his 
recent state visit to the 
United States, France has 
joined a group of Arab states 
in establishing s Franco-Arab 
bank — L'Union des Banques 
Arabes et Francaisea 
(UBAF). 

★ * ★ 

The Veglure is widely con¬ 
sidered here as a major 
economic gain for France to 
be added to several other 
advances by France since the 
Middle East war of June, 
1967. 

It also reflects Arab policy 
which now aims st strength¬ 
ening Franco-Arab relations 
in appreciation of France*! 
attitude in aupport of the 
Arab demand for withdrawal 
of Israeli forces from Arab 
territories occupied by Israel 
during the June war. 

★ * * ’ 

UBAF is the second venture 
of its kind to be set up jointly 
by French and Arab banks. 

The first, known as Fra- 
bank, was established in 
April, 1969, and is owned 50 


per cent by France’s Societe 
Generale and Societe de 
Banque Suisse, and 50 per 
cent by Kuwaiti and other 
Arab interests. 

Frabank has recently de¬ 
cided to increase its capital 
from an initial 10 , 000,000 
franks to 50,000,000 francs. 

Under an agreement signed 
in Parts last January, UBAF 
has a cpaital of 100,000,000 
francs (about $18,000,000) of 
which 40 per cent is sub¬ 
scribed by France’s Credit 
Lyonnais, and 60 per cent by 
Arab banks, many of them 
state controlled, from nine 


Arab countries: Lebanon, 
Sudan, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
Morocco, Syria, Iraq the 
United Arab Republic and 
Jordan. 

It is expected that three 
more Arab states will join in 
the venture later. They are 
Libya Algeria and Tunisia. 

The board of directors of 
UBAF will have 11 members, 
seven of whom will be Arabs 
and the other four French. 
The chairman will be an 
Arab, and the deputy chair¬ 
man French. The managing 
director will be a Frenchman, 
and his deputy an Arab.

"a very dangerous one.”

If major policy-makers such 
as Marchand believe the 
election to be “dangerous," 
then it is certain the federal 
government will not refrain 
from getting as deeply in¬ 
volved as Quebec Liberals 
permit. 

The restriction of going only 
as far as provincial Liberals 
allow is an important one 
because, as Marchand said, 
“the Union Nationale will try 
to convince toe people that we 
control the provincial 
Liberals, but this is all 
wrong.” 

The Quebec Liberal Federa¬ 
tion split from national Lib¬ 
erals in the early 60 s when 
Premier Lesage was begin¬ 
ning his nationalistic offensive 
and needed to sever all links 
with Ottawa. 

★ ★ * 

In toe coming campaign, 
however, toe Liberals, 
Creditistes and a scattering of 
NDP candidates will be the 
only t r uly pro-federalist 
parties and, therefore, toe 
need to maintain toe separa¬ 
tion between Quebec and 
Ottawa Liberals will be lest 
acute. 

Running against tola trend 
will be the increasingly 
nationalistic Union Nationale 
and the pro-independence 
Parti Quebecois of Retie 
Levesque. 

This means there will be 
more advantage to the 
Liberals to terms of votes, in 
running as a non-nationalist 
party instead of trying to 
compete with the super- 
nationalists for that part of 
the electorate. 

★ ★ ★ 

Because of this new situa¬ 
tion, Robert Bourassa, toe 
recently elected Liberat 
leader, has already stated 
that any one of his candidates 
is free to accept federal aid if 
they so desire. 

Marchand said in an inter¬ 
view that he feels the Liberals 
in Quebec probably could use 
a helping hand because the 
party is still going through the 
period of reconstruction which 
always follows a leadership 
race. 

At any rate, a number of 
federal Quebec ministers are 
preparing to hit the campaign 
trail in a stong, though ! 
indirect, fashion. 

* ★ * 

Marchand will lead the 
federal first string and hack¬ 
ing him up will be Industry, 
Trade and Co mmerce 
Minister J e a n -L u c Pepin, 
Northern Affairs Minister 
Jean Chretien — especially in 
the Gaspe Peninsula where 
residents are up in arms over 
Quebec sabotage of a 
provincial park he had pro- 
pesed — Communications 
Minister Eric Kierans and 
Labor Minister Bryce Macka- 
sey. 

Marchand showed over the 
weekend that he Is not at all 
adverse to pushing Quebec a 
little so that the Union 
Nationale will counterattack 
and give Ottawa grounds for 
getting involved to a greater 
extent. 

He . told federal Liberal 
supporters in Rimouski, 173 
miles northeast of Quebec 
City, that if the Union Nation- 
>ale government wants “a 
battle” with toe federal gov¬ 
ernment, it will get It

He repeated an earlier 
Ottawa statement that the 
federal government will not 
allow the provincial govern¬ 
ment to claim all the credit 
for joint shared-cost programs 
in Quebec. 

“From now on, when there 
are joint programs, we will 
write terms into the basic 
agreements, and if that does 
not suit the Quebec govern¬ 
ment, they won’t get another 
damned cent from Ottawa," 
he said. 

“They can expect rigidity in 
this area because we want to 
inform the population." 

There's no doubt Marchand 
has started to fan the flames 
in Quebec. 

There is every Indication 
Ottawa will have the opening 
it seems to be seeking quite 
early on in the provincial 
campaign.

Commercial salmon fishermen, and the ocottlanal 
venturesome ■ parti fisherman, have fished Constance Banks 
for years, but this winter the sports anglers have shown new 
interest in those shallow hanks, four or five miles off Victoria 
waterfront. ,1 !•:- 

Reason for the new Interest is they have been finding some 
excellent winter cblnook fishing there. 

We fished Constance Banks Wednesday morning with Bert 
Wright in his 46-foot Limit, along with Gordy Lamont and wife 
Taffy ... and we hooked and lost two hard-fighting Chinooks on 
our first run over the shallows. We ended up with a couple of 
Chinooks to the 12 -pound class, and three or four tasty Hoes, 
and we threw back a number of grilse that could have been 
keepers. 

Coswtancc Banks is no place to go alone in a 12 or 14-foot 
aluminum boat because winds can swe ep to aU of a sudden. It 
is a 20-minute ran to shelter in a speedboat... either to Ogden 
Point or Oak Bay... 40 minutes at normal cruising spaed of 19 
knots. 

The Banks ara about four miles from Trial Island, cover an 
area about twice the size of Trial Island and range in depth 
from 120 to 60 feet.

Those to smaller boats without fancy equipment have to 
rely on landmarks, but Lsmant soon found out that a wire line 
and planer with 125 turfis on a six-inch Peetz reel (about 14 
inches make* a turn) will bump bottom every once to a 
while... and that is a sure way to know you art over the 
shallows, which, incidentally, drop off sharply. 

The beat way to find toe banka ia to go on weekends whan, 
these days at least, there Is a fairly big flotilla at the larger 
sports and commercial troll boats (with sports gear) fishing the 
winter Chinooks. 

The action on Constance Banks right now is winter 
Chinook, but halibut and cod provide plenty of action whan 
they are to season. 

“I fish 90 turns and up to 115 turns with a planer and wire 
line,'* said Wright. 

He fishes as light as 50 turns on the centre line and he uses 
light Hues, with six ounces and FI as Mails, on his outside rods. 

As soon as his fathometer shows 100 feet, he knqws .be is 
aver the banks, and It Is time to start fishing.

"I think I get better action that way," he said. He proved 
his point when a good salmon struck, five minutes after the 
fines went down. .

“Depth can be critical out- here," Wright explained.

It is a fact that they 
f i n g e rprinted and photo¬ 
graphed her and 77 others as 
!f they were criminals, she 
said. She was kept behind 
bars and finally given a 
"letter of expulsidn.” 


Members of the Greater Victoria Library Board raised the question Tues¬ 
day of whether or not chief librarian John Lort is the right man to imple¬ 
ment changes resulting from a consultants’ study of library operating methods 
in Victoria. 

"It’s a fundamental Issue 
and It has to be said," said 
Aid. Peter Pollen, who repre¬ 
sents Victoria City council on 
the Board. "These recom¬ 
mendations, if accepted by 
the board, must be imple¬ 
mented by the administrator. 


But it also is a fact, the 21- 
year-old student at the In¬ 
stitute of Adult Studies re¬ 
called Tuesday, that many of 
the young men in the U.S. 
military police might not have 
their hearts in their Jobs.

The changes that are taking 
place are perhaps best ex¬ 
plained in the light of the 
philosophy involved in the UN 
Declaration on the Elimina¬ 
tion of Discrimination Against 
Women, 1961. 

“Disc r imitation against 
women is incompatible with 
human dignity and with the 
welfare of the family and of 
society, prevents their parti¬ 
cipation on equal terms with 
men, in the political, social, 
economic and cultural life of 
their countries, and is an 
obstacle to the fuH develop¬ 
ment of the potentialities of 
women in the service of their 
countries and humanity.”

Scientists Confirm 
Cyclamate Damage

OTTAWA (CP) - Scientists 
here have confirmed that 
human blood oells can be 
injured by doses of eycla- 
mates, the chemical sweeten¬ 
ing now being progressively 
banned from use in food and 
drink. 

Dr. Ross Chapman, director- 
general of the federal food 
and drug directorate, said 
Tuesday the work confirms 
the cancer-producing activity 
of cyclamates that caused the 
government to order the bun 
last Oct. 21. 

* ★ * 

At that time, the decision 
was based on the assessment 
by Canadian authorities of 
evidence of bladder cancers in 
rats fed huge doses of cycla¬ 
mates. The studies had been 
done in the United States. 

The American food and 
drug authority published evi¬ 
dence last month that bladder 
cancers had been induced in 
rats with one-sixth the dose 
used in the initial tests. 

★ ★ * 

This was followed by the 
Canadian studies by director¬ 
ate scientists using human 
blood cells. They found that 
the cyclamates could induce 
damage to the chromosomes 
of leucocytes, a kind of blood 
cell. ’ 

Chromosomes, part of the 
cell nucleus, carry the heredi¬ 
tary factors that cause a cell 
to reproduce itself exactly as 
it divides.

The man who killed Leon Trotsky will tell the story to 
Josef Nkaftel, an American film and television producer who 
has settled in England. 

"He has never talked before," said Joe. a rotund happy- 
looklng man who told me he had all the finance he needs for 
his current schedule of eight films to be made all over the 
world. “When he was arrested In Mexico and sentenced to 20 
years and a day — they released him two weeks before that 
he wouldn’t talk, he didn't give his name or his nationality. 
When he left prison, he changed his name. He lives in 
Prague, he is married and has two children and works as an 
assistant photographer,” 

Shaftel is making a film on the assassination of Trotsky, 
who was banished from Russia by Stalin in 1929. After 
roaming the world, he finally found a haven in Mexico in 
1937. He was murdered there In August of 1940 by the man 
who will now tell all, in the interests of Shaftel‘s film. And 
for a fee. although the money ia not as important as getting 
the facts straight. It will make an interesting film and book

As oldtime followers of this column will know, it is my 
| custom every spring to distribute free garden seeds to 
Colonist readers, and the aeiecting of these seeds is no easy 
task 

Whatever seeds I give away must bepiew and not yet 
generally available through the seed companies, for there 
isn’t much point in asking folks to send in a stamped and seif- 
addressed envelope for run-of-the-mill kinds which can be 
bought at any comer store for a. few cents. 

Moreover, our Colonist gift seeds, while somewhat rare 
and hard to come by, must be noticeably better than ordinary 
plants in one way or another — bigger or brighter flowers, 
more disease-resistant, sweeter fragrance, longer lasting, 
better flavored. 

The seeds must also be of such a size and shape to travel 
through the mail in an ordinary envelope without damage. 
These are things we learned the hard way. 

Well, do I remember the year we gave away seeds of the 
new Zvolanek sweet peas—■almoat half the seeds In each 
envelope were crushed by the stamp-cancelflhg machine In 
the post office. * 

A * * 

Even worse was the year we gave away seeds of the 
Morning Glory Heavenly Blue, for these seeds were so very 
hard, the cancelling machine broke a tooth on them, and I 
found myself in the doghouse with the post office authorities! 

The seeds I have for you this year are of Dianthus, not 
only one of our oldest garden flowers, but one which has been 
for centuries our best-loved. 

The Madonna LUy has a longer history and can inspire 
, awe and reverenoe; the tulip has aroused an extraordinary 
i fanaticism at times, but no bloom In the long history of 
I flowers has ever generated auch warm-hearted affection as 
I the Dianthus — “the Gillyflower whose bravery, variety and 
I sweete smell join’d together, tyeth every one's affection with 
great eamestnease, both to like and to have them.” 

These are the words of John Gerard, a London physician 
I writing in the year 1597.,

Among the things they have learned are 
the dangers of insecticides and poisonous 
sprays used to fight pests such as mosquitoes. 

TTiey decided to do something to help the 
war against insects and built a giant birdhouse 
to encourage swallows to return to Lake 
Cowichan. 

A favorite meal for swallows are mos¬ 
quitoes and experts estimate that the Purple 
Martin swallow eats the equivalent of its own 
weight in mosquitoes every day about 2,000 
of the insects. 

The students have been assisted in their 
project by teachers Tony Taylor and John 
Clark.

Greater Victoria stu¬ 
dents appeared a step 
closer Monday night to 
an education system 
based on what has been 
described as a unique 
philosophy — one that 
would eliminate school 
boundaries and allow at¬ 
tendance at either highly 
liberal or old-fashioned 
schools. 

Approved in principle by the 
Greater Victoria school boaid 
were plans creating certain 
areas of optional school atten¬ 
dance next September. 

This is considered the first 
step toward removal of all 
school attendance boundaries. 

The idea was first put 
forward last fait by District 
Superintendent A. J. Long- 
more. 

At Monday night's board 
meeting Education Director 
Dr. John Wiens spoke in favor 
of a system that would allow 
both the old traditional con¬ 
servative form of school, as 
well as that to be found in the 
other extreme — the free 
school. 

He felt there was consider¬ 
able support for both 
extremes. 

“I personally don't think 
there's one best way,” he 
said. 

He said also that he didn’t 
think the free school concept 
"ever had a fair chance to 
prove what it can do.” 

This system allows the 
student much more freedom 
of ohoioe In a more relaxed 


atmosphere. The Cralgdarroch 
school, which operated In this 
manner for more than three 
years, was closed ehirfly 
because of financial problems. 

Maps released at the meet¬ 
ing outlined these optional 
attendance areas for next 
September: 

Senior high schools: Those 
in an area bounded by Maple¬ 
wood, Glenjlenning, Tattereail, 
Queens bury and Blenklnaop 
would have the choice of 
Mount Douglas or Reynolds. 

Mount Douglas cornea Into 
the picture again as an option 
with Oak Bay for a zone 
between the Saanich-Oak Bay 
border, Wood bum, Lansdowne 
and Cedar Hill Croaa Road.

Wendy Sparrow, who spent 
eight hours in jail after a 
group of Indians “invaded” a 
U.S. Army post near Seattle, 
returned to Victoria Tuesday 
with a special feeling toward 
the American military police. 

It is a fact that they 
f i n g e rprinted and photo¬ 
graphed her and 77 others as 
if they were criminals, she 
said. She was kept behind 
bars and finally given a 
“letter of expulsion." 

* * * 

But it also Is a fact, the 21- 
year-old student at the In¬ 
stitute of Adult Studies re¬ 
called Tuesday, that many of 
the young men in the U.S. 
military police might not have 
their hearts in their jobs. 

How does she know? Well, 
what kind of a military 
policeman is one who helped 
the "invading" Indians cut 
trails to their target? 

"It ia obvious that many of 
those young military police¬ 
men had the feelings of most 
young people today," said 
Miss Sparrow. "They just 
happen to be in the army 
either because they were 
drafted or had nothing else to 
do.” 

♦ * ★ 

Miss Sparrow was net 
among the 22 Canadian 
Indians who later were 
ordered to appear before a 
U.S. Commissioner on charges 
of illegal entey into Fort Law- 
ton. 

However, she was in the 
group that left Seattle at 3 
a.m. Sunday for the "in¬ 
vasion" of the army post that 
Indians want turned over to 
them as a culture centre 
under the terms of an 1885 
treaty. 

"We got to the top of a cliff

outside the fort at 5:30 a.m. A 
couple of patrols went by . . . 
and we went over the top at 
6:30," she said. 

Army officers "asked us if 
we would like to go” and, 
while some personnel stood in 
the background with rifles and 
flame-throwers, there were no 
threatening words. 

Many in the group were 
Indians who earlier this year 
took over Alcatraz, and their 
ages ranged from 1 or 2 years 


to about 90, said Miss 
Sparrow. They were from 
almost every state in the 
union. 

“The feeling was great, it 
was beautiful. Everyone was 
caught up to the thing, and no 
one looked at us as Canadians 
or Americans." 

TTiere was never any. 
violence, she emphasized, 
particularly at the hands of 
the military police, who 
seemed to recognize that the 


group did not plan using 
Black Panther tactics or those 
of Red Power militants. 

Miss Sparrow said if it 
weren't for her studies she 
would be returning to Fort 
Lawton next weekend, when 
about 1,000 Indians are ex¬ 
pected to take part in a 
demonstration. 

If she eventually returns, 
ahe ia ready for any chal¬ 
lenges that may be presented 
by U.S. immigration authori¬ 
ties. She says ahe will stand 
by her argument — and the 
argument of all Canadian and 
American Indians—that the 
U.S.-Canada boundary does 
not exist. 

★ ★ * 

Tta. Indiana don't recognize 
the boundary, which they say 
was negotiated on land to 
which they have aboriginal 

rifdits. 

But that witi be another 
weekend in the life of this 
Grade 12 dropout whose home 
is on the Musqueam Reserve 
near Vancouver. 

Miss Sparrow said she quit 
school just a few months 
before graduation because 
there was nothing there that 
interested her. 

She worked in an Indian 
band office, then heard about 
the Indian program that’s 
offered at the Institute of 
Adult Studies. 

★ ★ * 

"This is really opening my 
eyes,” she said of the IAS 
course that includes such 
topics as Indian history and 
community issues. "This is a 
good one, and I am gaming 
terrific Insight.” 

In addition, she says that 
such escapades as last week¬ 
end's trip to Fort Lawton 
aren’t a waste of time, either. 


Monterey PTA Unhappy with Brothers 


‘Treated Like Third-Rate Citizens’ 


"We’ve been treated like 
third-rate citizens." 

That was the reaction Tues¬ 
day of Monterey school PTA 
president John Harris to a 
meeting earlier In the day 
between Education Minister 
Donald Brothers and a delega¬ 
tion seeking major renova¬ 
tions to Monterey elementary 
in Oak Bay. 


Harris said he and others 
pressing Monterey’s case 
were "ao disturbed" by 
Brothers’ attitude they have 
scheduled a special program 
to discuss the issue at to¬ 
night’s regular PTA meeting 
at 7:30 p.m in Monterey 
school. 

During the meeting with 
Brothers, Harris presented 
the minister with a brief 
outlining school defects and 
accompanied by a petition 
signed by 780 people. 

* * ★ 

"I ckll upon all those who 
signed the petition to attend 
tonight's meeting,” Harris 

said. 

Another PTA spokesman 
said that Oak Bay MLA Scott 
Wallace will be the opening 
speaker at the meeting at his 
own request to present the 
government point of view. 

Sergeant Bill Chisholm of 
the Saanich police» is the 
scheduled speaker, and the 
PTA spokesman said he will 
give his talk on the drug 
problem as scheduled. 

★ * * 

"But we want to hear from, 
the signers of the Monterey 
petition as well," Harris said. 

He said Brothers’ position 
at Tuesday’s meeting was 
“nothing but a stall.” Com¬ 
plaints about the school in¬ 
clude charges of over-crowd¬ 
ing. unsanitary and unsafe 
conditions. 

The education minister de¬ 
clined to authorize the major 
renovations urged by the 
delegation, and said a library 
might be constructed by alter¬ 
ing existing classrooms. 


Board of education repre¬ 
sentative Peter Bunn was a 
little more optimistic than 
some of the others after the 
meeting with Brothers. 

He suggested a compromise 
(“If you demand all or 
nothing you usually get 
nothing") and said he was left 
with the impression Brothers 
would be open to any sugges¬ 
tions along this line. 

"When the minister dis¬ 
cusses education it is always 


a matter of money and 
interest rates and how hard it 
is to raise funds," Bunn said. 

“There is never any dis¬ 
cussion on the enrichment of 
education or the necessity of 
education. You always get the 
impression you have been 
dealing in a market product." 

It was because of this. Bunn 
taid, he suggested that a 
compromise might be worked 
out — possibly something 
such as converting two

portables into a resource 
centre (sort of super library! 
which he said would be badly 
needed for next September. 

He said Brothers indicated 
he would be willing to ex¬ 
amine any reasonable sug¬ 
gestions that might be put 
forward. 

Brothers noted that enrol¬ 
ment In the area of Monterey. 
Bank Street, Willows and 
Margaret Jenkins elementary 
schools has been decreasing 


steadily for at least four 
years. 

It could be that in three 
years, the portable class¬ 
rooms at Monterey would be 
removed because they are not 
needed. Brothers said. So it 
would be ill-advised to build 
permanent classrooms to re¬ 
place the portables. 

Earlier pressure by Osk 
Bay council and the Monterey 
PTA ended in a 136,000 plan to 
refurbish the school's wash¬ 


rooms. The whole range of 
i m p r o vements considered 
necessary to 1967, when a 
referendum was passed ap¬ 
proving them at the local 
level, was to be worth $400,- 
000 . 

Wallace said after the meet¬ 
ing that he will continue to 
“keep to close touch” with 
both tile provincial department 
and the school and "make 
every effort” to get the 
alterations underlay.

Mrs. Muriel Duckworth, a 
81-year-old Haligonian who ia 
touring the country, said the 
next nuclear explosion on 
Amchitka Island, part of the 
Aleutian group, could have 
catastrophic results because it 
will be mure than double the 
force at last October’s under¬ 
ground shot. 

The next blast will be 3 


megatons compared with last 
year's 1.3-raegaton shot. 

The U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission has not an¬ 
nounced a date for the 
detonation, which already has 
precipitated controversy. The 
VoW last Friday paraded 
around the U.S. consulate in 
Vancouver and presented a 
protest to consular officials. 

“They have moved from 
continental U.S. to Amchitka 
because of objections . . . 
expecially of Howard Hughes, 
who has huge gambling in¬ 
terests to Nevada, another 
test site," said Mrs. Duck¬ 
worth. “He feared It would 
ruin Ms business.” 

The Amchitka explosions, in 
addition to possibly setting off

earthquakes and tidal waves 
on all of the Pacific Rim, also 
damage a wildlife refuge, 
Mrs. Duckworth said.

"It will create a traffic 
bottleneck between the eleva¬ 
tor and the Blanahard Street 
doorway . . 

The librarian objected to 
the hanging of pictures from 
the fine arts section In the 
halls and stairwells to im¬ 
prove the library’s appear¬ 
ance and encourage persons 
to borrow them. 

“May I point out the hazard 
of hanging pictures in the 
stairwells?" he said, explain¬ 
ing that persons who turn to 
look at them might twist their 
ankles. 

★ * ★ 

Commenting on Lort'i op¬ 
position 1 6 report recom¬ 
mendations, Pollen said: “I 
just cannot be a party? from a 
straight business point of * 
view, to any motion that 
directs the chief administrator 
of the library (Lort) to do 
something he doesn’t want to. 

“We can't implement any¬ 
thing that does not have the 
wholehearted support of the 
man who is going to ad¬ 
minister it If the president of 
a company doesn't agree with 
his board, what does he do?"' 

Board member Brian Tobin 
defended Lort’s objections, 
saying that the librarian had 
been asked for his opinions 
throughout preparation and 
study of the report. 

★ ★ * 

"Up to this point," Tobin 
said, “Mr. Lort’i comments 
have been in order. There is 
no Indication he will refuse to 
Implment them (directives of 
the board).” 

Aid. Norman Pimiott, Oak 
Bay representative, agreed 
with T o b I n's assessment • 
"This board, in the past six 
months, has been working as 
the board should work, and 
the changes we have recom¬ 
mended have been well 
thought out. 

“I’m sure when decisions 
come and the board says this 
shall be done, there will be no 
question. The decision of the 
board is final."

Pollen explained that he 
thought the board should be 
responsible for setting policy 
and should be able to leave 
the actual details to be taken 
care of by the administrator. 

"Either the Library is going 
to be run by a chief adminis¬ 
trator in whom the board has 
faith or the board la going to 
nin it," he said. 

Lort told the board that 
staff cutbacks from 93 to 54 
full-time employees, as 
recommended by the study, 
would result in a reduction of 
service.

Major recommendations 
given final approval by the 
board were: 

• That the books to the 
fine arts and young people’! 
sections become part of gen¬ 
eral circulation which would 
then use the entire main 
floor; 

• That the c h 11 d r e n’s 
section be moved to the third 
floor pending possible reloca¬ 
tion in the basement; 

• That the reference sec¬ 
tion become fully open to the 
public; 

. • That a Canadian and 
historical collection be estab¬ 
lished on the fourth floor; 


• That branch libraries 
have film catalogues so that 
persons can reserve them 
there; 

• That self-service photo¬ 
copying machines be installed. 

The board rejected sugges¬ 
tions that reference books be 
available for loan; that an 
auditorium be established and 
rented out; and that hours in 
the children’s section be ex¬ 
pended to correspond with 
those in the adult section. 

Speaking of the decision not 
to extend hours in the chil¬ 
dren’s section to allow “more 


convenient family use of the 
library," Newberry said: “We 
said there wouldn’t be a 
reduction in service, but an 
increase is another thing." 

Study of the report recom¬ 
mendations is continuing. It 
has been' estimated that Its 
impiemantation would save 
$ 1,000 000 in operating costs 
over the next 10 years. 

The Institute of Victoria 
Librarians has opposed the 
report saying it "shows no 
acknowledgement of the pre¬ 
requisites of good library 
service.”
